History of Activision: The Commodore Years 


In 1979, four leading game designers— David Crane, Larry Kaplan, Alan Miller and 
Bob Whitehead joined Jim Levy, a record industry executive, to form Activision, the 
world's first third-party game software company. Activision quickly became one of 
the largest producers for the Atari 2600 Video Computer System and enjoyed phe- 
nomenal growth, with sales skyrocketing to $60 million after its first two years. But 
with all its ground-breaking advances, the Atari 2600 was limited in its technology. 


The next generation of game systems emerged in 1982 with the Commodore 64 
(C64). The programmers at Activision were quick to recognize the graphics and 
sound capabilities of the C64, as well as the new horizons open to them as game 
designers. With 64K of RAM, expanded input through the keyboard and a disk drive 
to save games, developers were able to challenge a player's intellect, resulting in 
games with more substance.
